Orrawa, June 6, '99. 

The Georgian Bay, or more proper- 
ly, Ottawa river canal scheme, was 
Before the house on Monday. W. T. 
Poupore, conservative, M. P. for Pon- 
tiac, introduced the subject in a 
lengthy and brilliant speech. The 
scheme is to connect Georgian Bay and 
the St. Lawrence by way of French 
River, Lake Nipissing, and the 
Ottawa river by providing 14 foot 
caitials between the present navigable 
stretches. It is claimed for this route 
that it would be nearly 1,000 miles 
shorter betweea Fort William, Duluth 
er Chicago and Liverpool than the 
Buffalo. Now York route, or the route 
to Montreal through the Welland 
canal. The need of an improved 
Canadian route is shown by the fact 
that only thirty.eight million bushels 
of grain went to Europe from Cana- 
dian ports last year while 269,000,000 
went from United States ports, 4 
large portion of which was Canadian 
grain. The aid asked is a guarantee 
of 2 per cent. on $20,000,000 of 
bonds to run for 20 years. The cost 
if estimated at $20,000,000. This 
includes the deepening of the present 
canals between Montreal and Ottawa 
to 14 feet. Mr. Poupore dilated 
eloquently on the mineral resources of 
the Ottawa valley that would be 
déveloped were the canal constructed, 
and the unlimited water power that 
would be available along its route for 
manufacturing purposes. The usual 
company with unlimited capital had 
been found in England, to build the 
canal and. develop the resources men- 
tioned Fak» go time. The discus- 
sion will be resumed next Monday. 
There are many attractive features in 
this scheme, if practicable. The 
route is. absolutely direct. It is 
through the heart of older Canada. 
The opportunities for manufacturing 
the products of the west by the use of 
the water power of the Ottawa while 
in transist to Europe are unrivalled. 
The questions on the other side are : 
Can the scheme be put through for 
the money, and is a 14 foot canal as 
much better than®a railway as the 
cost is greater. There is as yet grave 
boubt on both these points and the 
government is not inclined to endorse 
the scheme until the doubt is settled. 
A government survey would be the 
best means of settling the first ques- 
tion and the seccnd will be settled 
within the next couple of years, by 
the results on the St. Lawrence canal, 
now being deepened to 14 feet, and 
certain to be completed this fall. 
With the improvements which have 
taken place in railroading and owing 
to the need of prompt forwarding of 
the grain to meet the rise and fall of 
markets water carriage in any but the 
largest vessels does not possess the 
advantage over railway transporta- 
tion that it did before the railroads 
began to run such heavy trains as 
they “do now. It is said that of the 
vast quantity of grain which goes 
forward every year from Buffalo to 
New York, some 450 miles, the rail- 
ways carry 90 per cent. and the Erie 
canal 10 per cent. It is also said 
that the railways have carried grain 
between the points mentioned at 
about 2e per hundred pounds. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier read the proto- 
cals or proposals of the treaty com- 
mission regarding the Alaska bound- 
ary. The British were willing to 
arbitrate on all points. The United 
States stipulated that they should 
continue to hold all points now 
ocenpied by them. Hence the dis- 
agreement. The publication of the 
proposals was occasioned by the 
action of the United States authorities 
in encouraging misleading newspxper 
reports as to the attitude of Canada, 
with a view of prejudicing the case of 
this country before the British public. 
A despatch from Washington this 
morning says that the situation has 
changed since the proposals were 
made which is thei: way of getting 
out of a very discreditable position 
which the prompt action of the Cana- 
dian premier has rendered untenable, 
and ineffective. Asa sample of the 
diplomacy of the United States it is 
worthy of study. 

The Chinese question was discussed 
by Maxwell, liberal M. P. for Burrard, 
B. C., which includes Vancouver city, 
on the second reading of a bill intro- 
duced by him to tax Chinamen $500 
each on coming into the country, 
instead of $50 as at present. He 
showed that the so-called Chinese 
immigration was really an organized 
slavery rendered possible by the 
peculiar religious beliefs of the 
Chinese. Rich companies or syndi- 
cates were organized in China, who 
made a business of supplyinyy labor to 
British Columbia. They picced up 


men of the poorer classes in China 


who were possibly unable to pay their 
debts or taxes, or the children of 
families who were so ci , 
They relieved the debt at the time 
and took the person into their em- 
ploy to pay it off, holding security 
under Chinese law on the family 
still in China, of the servant so taken 
to British Columbia for the fulfilment 
of his contract, It is open competi- 
tion between white and Chinese labor 
in British Columbia. It is competi- 
tion by the individual white laborer 
against organized capital having un- 
limited control of an unlimited quan- 
tity of labor at any rate of wages 
that will be sufficiently low to take it 
from the white man. The manu- 
facturer and the capitalists have pro- 
tection in this country. Why not 
the laborer. We spend vast sums to 
educate and to arouse the aspirations 
of our white laborers for the improve- 
ment of their conditions and then we 
expect them to compete in the field of 
labor with men who have no such 
aspirations and wonder why they 
cannot. The strength of the laboring 
classes is the strenth of the state. 
It is an unfortunate condition for any 
country when its laborers are aliens 
and their presence degrades the 
laborer of its own race. Why should 
British Columbia—the richest piece of 
country on God’s footstool—need 
slave Jabor to develop it? It did not. 
But the slave labor, backed by unlimited 
capital and perfect organization drove 
out and kept out the free labor. 


The discussion was not concluded 
when the house adjourned. 

The question of requiring the Ed- 
monton and Saskatchiwan railway 
company to build into the village of 
Fort Saskatehewan was discussed in 
committee of the whole. Messrs. 
Oliver, Richardson, Sproule and 
Wallace supported the contention 
that the rights of the pioneers should 
be protected. Casey, Sutherland and 
Cochrane opposed. The question was 
not decided when the committee rose. 


The bill to give the C. P. R., who 
now own the Northwest Central, an- 
other year to build 20 miles of line 
was talked out on Friday, on the 
amendment by Douglas that the time 
be extended from August Ist as at 
present to December Ist. This would 
give them ample time to complete 
their arrangements and build the 
road, would secure the use of so much 
of the road to carry out this season’s 
crop, and would be a reasonable 
assurance that the company intended 
to go on with the much needed 
further extensions. 

As indicating the probable stand of 
the government on the anti-Chinese 
proposition of Mr. Maxwell it may be 
mentioned that the Dominion govern- 
ment has disallowed the anti-Japanese 
law recently passed by the British 
Columbia legislatuze. 

A delegation from Prince Albert 
waited on the premier on Monday to 
ask aid for the extension of the 
Dauphin railway to that place. The 
route is by way of the Carrol river 
settlement This is part of a proposi- 
tion for a great transcontinental route 
by way of the Saskatchewan valley 
and {the ‘Jasper pass, and is in the 
hands of Mann and Mackensie. The 
premier promised favorable considera- 
tion of aid for the extension, and also 
of control of the rates over the road 
if built. But did not make any 
definite promise. 
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Orrawa, June 7, 99. 
Tuesday's sitting was occupied in 
further discussion of the Drummond 
Counties railway purchase. Hon. 
Mr. Foster was leading the opposition 
in the absence of Sir Charles Tupper, 
who was unveiling a monument to Sir 
John Macdonald at Toronto. The 
change of leaders did not seem to 
expedite business as the house sat 
until 3 a. m: this (Wednesday) morn- 
ing, without any material progress 
having been made. Although the 
opposition have abandoned their 
opposition to the extension of the 
Intercolonial to Montreal by way of 
the Drummond Counties railway, 
they are fighting the details with all 
the pertinacity and bitterness that 
might be justified in defending or 
attacking a great principle. 
The weather has become intensely 
hot. Ottawa has the reputation of 
being particularly warm in summer. 
At first glance this seems strange as 
it occupies gently undulating ground 
and is therefore not sheltered from 
the breeze. Many of the streets are 
beautifully shaded by trees, and the 
city has not extended eithor so wide 
or so high as to make brick ovens of 
leven the business streets. But the 
country hereabouts is of limestone 
formation, and the rock is very near 
the surface. When this rock once 
gets warm it holds the heat night and 
day ; and the Ottawa river, although 
large and beautiful does not afford 
sufficient surface to cool the winds 
passing over it. The summer is short 
in the Ottawa valley compared with 
western Ontario, but it is quite as 
pronounced while it lasts ; or indeed 
more pronounced, if summer means 
unremitting heat, than in the region 
within reach of the influence of the 
Great lakes. Usually this region is 
blessed with a better rainfall than the 
‘western peninsula of Ontario, and 
with sufficient rain it is quite as 
productive as any other part of older 
Canada. While some parts of the 
Ovtawa river region are as well im- 
proved as any other part of Ontario, 
a great deal of it has not been used to 
advantage. Lumbering and farming

was issued, were: (1) Access to gold 
commissioners office by bribery. (2) 
Special work done and informatica 
given by “officials for special pay 
(bribes) by outsiders. (3) Officials 
holding claims. (4) Crown prose- 
tor acting for gold commissioner and 
so for one of the contestants for a 
laim. (5) Lands agent favoring 
certain parties in granting franchises 
F and leasing lands. (6) Incompetence 
_ of officials. (7) Extraordinary con- 
cessions and conditions regarding 
crown timber. 

Mr. Ogilvie’s report of the investi- 
gation says : 

“The first day was devoted to in- 
vestigation of charges of corruption 
against officials in the gold commis- 
sioner’s office for having accepted 
bribes for admission into the office. 
The result was that a doorkeeper 
named Villeneuve, who was employed 
as a special constable in the North- 
west monnted police service, and who 
had been for some time a dog driver, 
had accep:.d money for admitting 
people out of [their turn into the 
office. No one else was implicated in 
any way except that some of the 
evidence showed that clerks _ had 
received pay from outsiders for attend- 
ing to work done before and after 
ofice hours. This was so usual an 
occurrence that it was readily ad- 
mitted. No one attempted to deny it.” 


Gold Commissioner Fawcett’s actions 
were then taken up. First as to 
Dominion Creek. Mr. Ogilvie says 
thet owing to more than one dis- 
covery claim having been allowed on 
Dominion Creek, claims staked above 
lower and below upper discovery were 
found to overlap. As Fawcett was 
too busy to straighten out the tangle 
he closed the creek from being staked 
in November 97. That part from 

; upper discovery to 120 below lower 
3 discovery, about 150 claims, is still 
closed. Mr. Fawcett exonerated him- 
self so far as any corrupt act on his 
part was concerned. 
Fawcett was charged with having 
improperly granted a prospecting 
i permit toa Mrs. Koch. Mr. Ogilvie 
says: The act of granting the permit 
was, we will admit improper, but there 
was nothing to show that Mr. Faw- 
cett in any way benefitted by it. 

The royalty due by Alex. McDon- 
ald was laid over (that ishe was not 
required to pay it when due) for 
reasons not explained. Major Walsh 
and Mr. Fawcett were parties to this. 
Mr. Ogilvie say: “There appears to 
have been no wrong doing in this, at 
least none was made manifest.” ; 

Evidence was taken in the case of 
a claim dispute between Mrs. Miner, 
Mrs. Kelly and Alex. McDonald in 
which the gold commissioner was 
successful in protecting the interests 
of Mr. McDonald to the extent of 
$2,000 which he had advanced on the 
claim to another man who let the 
claim slip. Mrs. Miner, Mrs. Kelly 
and McDonald’s brother re-staked the 
claim “simultaneously, or nearly so.” 
Mr. Ogilvie says : 

Charges as to acts committed after 
Aug. 25th, ’98, were not admitted. 
The complainants contended that as 
many of their witnesses had scattered 
to distant parts or left the country 
they were seriously hampered in deal- 
ing only with charges so far back. 
The evidence in the Miner-Kelly-Mc- 
Donald case was taken although it 
occurred after Aug. 25th. 


Mr. Ogilvie says that in afew days 
he will take up charges against Messrs. 
Wade and Norwood. 


The net result of the investigation 
so far is to establish beyond question 
- the charges as to bribery of door- 

keepers and clerks in the gold com- 

missioners office, which could not have 
occurred without the connivance, 

(inferentially to their profit) of the 

higher officials of the office. Also the 

charges of incompetence and favoritism 
against the gold commissioner himself.

Montreal they have avandoned opposi- 
tion to the principle of the extension 
and are making all the harder fight 
on the details with the purpose of 
attracting public attention away from 
their enforced acquiesance in the 
principle.

In the meantime 
fears for the safety of travel over the 
road is increasing every day that the 
section men are off, and the company 
is losing thousands of dollars worth of 
business from that cause. The coun- 
try is holding its breath in fear of 
some terrible accident occurring, 
which if it does occur may havea 
serious political effect under all the 
circumstances. 

The bill to give the Northwest 
Central railway (now the C. P. R.) an 
extension of time for a year from the 
first of August to build 20 miles of 
road was talked out for the time 
being on Douglas’ amendment to 
allow until December 31st to build the 
20 miles. Ifthe company will fullfil 
the agreement under which they pur- 
chased the charter there will be no 
trouble but the country has been 
fooled so often by this Northwest 
Central scheme that the members feel 
bound to insist on the last agreement 
made being substantially carried out.

NORTHERN FREIGHT. 


We are indebted to Alfred Von Hammer- 
stein, weli known to travellers on that 
route as the keeper of the lodging house on 
the Landing trail, for the following informa- 
tion as to freight trafic to the north. Mr. 
Hammerstein’s lodging house is at Stony 
Creek, 60 miles from Edmontom and 35 
miles from the Landing. He has made a 
point of keeping a record of all incoming 
and outgoing freight and his records show 
that from the 18th of January te the 15th 
of Apri! 569 loaded teams passed his place 
bourd to the Landing or points beyond. 

Among this freight was eight teams for 
the mounted police, under command of 
Bergt. Anderson; six loads of machinery 
for Lesser Slave lake saw mill ; fifteen loads 
of mining machinery for the Finlay river ; 
Dr. Nicholls and Dr. Potts mining outfits ; 
a number of individual miners loads; and 
fourteen trains of dogs. Among the in- 
coming loads were a team of prisoners in 
charge of Corp. Phillips, and two bedies, 
one that of Louis ue, Jr, who was 
drowned on the Athabasca last fall, and one 
a Klondiker who died at the Landing. 

The last load on sleighs was taken by 
Tom Garbitt ; and the first one on waguus 
by Sam Bailey. The record for the longest 
trip is held by Joseph Grisenthwaite, 23 
days, while the shortest record, Mr. 
Hammerstein states, is claimed by everyone 
whe ever travelled the road.

Frank Gifford, of Coburg, Ont., and Louis 
Monkman, from Manitoba, returned on 
Tuesday from the East branch of the Finlay 
where they witha number of other parties 
had winteved. Gifford, together with 
several others named Hunter, of Midland, 
Ont.; Thomson, of Orillia; Page, from 
Ottawa; 8. S. Schivel, Travers City, 
Mich.; Gus Groat, of Butte, Mont.; and 
two Frenchmen wintered on the East fork 
of the Finlay, 120 miles beyond Graham. 
Monkman wintered 20 miles below them 
with Jonathan Rose and son, Beliveau 
Bros. and Jos. Marcotte, of Battleford, and 
two men Kilgeur and Andy Scott. of 
Grange, Manitoba. The O'Neil party, of 
Colorado,wintered-about 25 miles up on the 
Weat branch. All the parties came through 
in the best of health. in the spring Gifford 
and Hunterreturned to Graham to get sup- 
plies intending to continue prospecting, but 
there was nothing to be bought at Graham 
so Hunter went out by Ashcroft, and Gif- 
ford continued down the Peaee. This 
shortness of supplies may be serious to 
other parties who intended prospecting 
until their supplies were exhausted and then 
coming to Graham for a fresh outfit. Rose 
and son and Scott started in March for 
Sylvester, 350 miles, pulling their outfits on 
toboggans. The Beliveau, Kilgour and 
Marcotte parties built a boat and intended 

rospecting the bars on the Finlay. 

ompsen, Page and the two Frenchmen 
will also work down to Graham. Schivel 
and Groat went out by Ashcroft and the 
O’Neil party, who had three horses left, 
started out over the divide, across the 
mountains. 


Thos. Gibson, of Montreal, died about 
the middle of May, 18 miles above Cust’s 
house on the upper Peace, from scurvy. 
The body was interred there. 


There are a large number of letters at the 
Hedson’s Bay Co’s post at Graham in 
charge of the ere ent, Fox, and a 
prospector named Hasty, which these men 
refuse to deliver of forward unless from $1 
to $2 per letter is paid them. Hasty, it 
appears, eame up from St. John during the 
winter and brought the mail from there, 
without having been employed to do so or 
without any understanding as to charges. 


The commissioners were met on Friday 
last, the 9th, about 40 miles above the 
Landing. They were then a week out from 
the Landing. Slave river was very high 
and they would find it almost impossible to 
track up. They were due at Slave lake on 
the 8th, but Mr. Gifford estimates that if 
they get there by the 20th, at their present 
rate of travel, they will do well.
